A pecuilar feature of current lum- 
ber demand !n the old white pine sec- 
tions of the North is the extraordin- 
ary requirement for low grade stock.

bvious examples of fighting ett- 
quette are the rules which protect the 
Red Cross flag of the ambulance, and 
forbid the use of explosive, or within 
limits, Me meee bullets, . 

Nominally, a general may use any 
means in his power to bring his foe 
to subjection, A leader may cut off 
Mm enemy's f.od and water supplies. 
Tfe may subject him to all the horrors 
of famine and thirst; but he. must not 
poison his food or water. 

‘Suppose a place is beselged and 
that outside the walls are wells which 
the beselgers cannot effectively hold, 
and which the beselged can reach 
under cover of night, The beselgers 
would be justified in sending parties 
to fill up the wells with earth and 
stones, or to destroy them with dyna- 
mite, On the other hand, to pollute 
the wells with polzon or to throw dead 
animals into them, would be an in- 
famy.

SEED GRAIN AND POTATOES 
Distribution From the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms. 1912-1913 


By instructions of the Hon. Minis- 
ter of Agriculture a distribution of 
superior sorts of grain and potatoes 
will be made during the coming win- 
ter and spring to Canadian farmers 
The samples for general distribution 
will consist of spring wheat, 5 Ibs; 
white oats, 4 lbs; barley, 5 lbs; and 
field peas 6 ibs, These will be sent 
out from Ottawa. A distribution of 
potatoes in 3 lb samples will be car- 
ried on from several of the experi- 
mental farms, the Central Farm at 
Ottawa supplying only the provinces 
of Ontarlo and Quebec. All samples 
will be sent free, by mail. 

Applicants must give particulars in 
regard to the soll on thelr farms, and 
some account of their experience with 
such kinds of grain (or potatoes) as 
they have grown, so that a promising 
sort for their conditions may be se 
lected, 

Hach application must be separate 
and must be signed by the applicant. 
Only one sample of grain and oné of 
potatoes can be sent to each farm, 
Applications on any kind of printed 
form cannot be accepted, If two or 
more samples are asked for in the 
same letter only one will be sent. 

As the supply of seed is limited, 


but the applications will not necessar- 
ily be filled in the exact order in 
which they are received. Prefer- 


ence will always be given to the most 
thoughtful and explicit requests, Ap- 
plications recelved after the end of 
January will probably be too late. 
All applications for grain (and ap- 
plications from the provinces of On- 
tarlo and Quebec for potatoes) should 
be addressed to the Dominion Cereal- 
ist, Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, 
postage. If otherwise addressed de- 
lay and disappointment may occur. 
Applications, for potatoes, from 
farmers in any other province should 
be addressed (postage prepaid) to the 
Superintendent of the nearest Branch 
Experimental arm in that province.
